A STINGING rebuke 
overthe lack of support for 
the new mayor of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland was 
launched at councillors 
during their meeting on 
Thursday. 

Aldermen Alan Martin- 
dale and Jess Nagel voiced 
their strong dissatisfaction 
with the apathy shown by 
fellow councillors, espe¬ 
cially the Conservatives, 
to themayor, Councillor 
Paul Kimber. 

The pair took the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak out during 
the full Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council 
meeting after poor atten¬ 
dance by councillors at the 
Mayor’s Civic Service. 

The service welcomes 
council representatives 
from throughout Dorset 
and is an opportunity to 
highlight the strength of 
WPBC.

Nagel said: “A mayor in 
term for one year looks for 
support at civic functions 
and civic services, it’s only 
once a year after all. 

“We were bitterly disap¬ 
pointed at such a poor 
turnout. 

“I’ll leave you with this 
thought. Anyone who steps 
up to mayoral position 
will look to their fellow 
councillors for support. It’s 
called civic etiquette, 
which has been sadly lack¬ 
ing in this council over the 
last few years. 

“Civic etiquette needs to 
support the mayor and we 
feel so strongly about this. 
In a few years if you 
[councillors] decide to step 
into the mayoral post I 
hope you get the support 
you look for. 

“I do hope our words 
have not fallen on deaf ears 
and you better support the 
mayor when he attends 
functions.” 

Councillor Kimber, a 
Labour member, became 
mayor on May 26th after 


serving as a borough coun¬ 
cillor since 1982 and as 
deputy mayor during the 
last term. 

The representative of 
Underhill Ward is a mem¬ 
ber of the council’s Policy 
Development Committee, 
Appeals Committee and 
the chairman of Port 
Health Authority. 

Councillor Kimber said: 
“It’s something I feel odd 
commenting on really. I 
would appreciate support 
from every political group. 
Some councillors have 


been very, very good, if 
I’ve been to an engage¬ 
ment in their ward they 
have been there. 

“I don’t expect every 
councillor to turn out for 
every engagement, but at 
the mayor’s civic service 
nobody from the Conser¬ 
vatives turned-up. 

“The point being made 
was for each mayor the 
civic service is the council 
on show to other councils 
in Dorset and it was not as 
well supported as I might 
have hoped.”

He has been a journalist since leaving school at 
16 and completed his apprenticeship as a trainee 
reporter on a weekly paper in Berkshire. Richard 
worked on newspapers in Surrey, Bucking¬ 
hamshire, Birmingham and Bristol before joining 
the BBC in 1970. 

After 25 years at the BBC, Richard managed the 
media services department of Hampshire Con¬ 
stabulary and retired six-years-ago before mov¬ 
ing to Lyme Regis two-and-half-years-ago. 

He is currently busy photographing and report¬ 
ing on events during Lyme Regis Lifeboat Week. 


■ WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

The beautiful coastline, the delightful harbour, and the 
friendly people who made moving here such a joy. Oh, 
and then there are those lovely hills in the town! 

■ WHAT would you change about the town if you 
could? 

I would level out those hills. I would also make the 
timetable for the town bus service simpler to fathom out. 
I also think it is time to consider some sort of one-way 
traffic system. How much longer can we tolerate bits 
being knocked off our buildings? 

■ WHY did you decide to get involved with the 
RNLI? 

My only involvement with the RNLI before moving to 
Lyme Regis was through my work as a journalist. I went 
to an RNLI Guild meeting where it was mentioned that 
Lyme needed a press officer. Someone on my table more 
or less put my hand up for me. 

■ WHY is it important that people support Lifeboat 
Week? 

It is vital that people support Lifeboat Week. The RNLI 
is a charity with no help from the government and every 
penny donated helps to keep our crews and the boats 
ready to go to sea to save lives. 

■ WHAT is your favourite Lifeboat Week event? 

It has to be the bathtub race. But bathtubs are becoming 
rather sophisticated as anyone who saw Sunday’s event 
will testify. I must say I had a little sympathy for the tra¬ 
ditional bathtub crews, but it was great fun and enjoyed 
by thousands. 



■ DO you think it is important that more young 
people join the lifeboat crew? 

It is crucial that we encourage youngsters to join the crew. 
In Lyme Regis there is a tremendous will to promote the 
volunteer ethic to young people. We have three teenagers 
who have just qualified as sea-going crew and half a 
dozen more youngsters are working on their Duke of Ed¬ 
inburgh Award Scheme with the lifeboat crew. 

■ WHAT are your other personal interests and hob¬ 
bies? 

I am a keen non-league football fan and have watched 
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Lyme Regis a few times. My main allegiance is still to 
Eastleigh FC in Hampshire, near where I used to live. I 
enjoy involvement with the U3 A in Lyme Regis and I am 
press officer for the group trying to restore the Three Cups 
as a hotel. I also do a couple of shifts a month in the 
lifeboat shop at the harbour. 

■ WHAT did you do at the BBC? 

I joined the BBC in 1970 when the Pebble Mill studios 
were opened in Birmingham. I was a newsroom journal¬ 
ist, and later became producer of the nightly news pro¬ 
gramme Midlands Today. In 1980 I moved to 
Southampton to become Editor of BBC South and was 
responsible for the television news output for that region. 


■ WHAT would you do if you won the lottery? 

I would re-build the Three Cups Hotel if Palmers would 
sell it to me, provide a new lifeboat for the town, and have 
my own personal car parking space (maybe two) right in 
the centre of town. 

■ WHAT three items would you like if you were 
stranded on a desert island? 

A radio so that I could listen to Sounds of the Sixties on 
Saturday mornings, a powerful pair of binoculars to look 
out for ships and a box of matches. 

■ WHICH three people would you invite to your 
ideal dinner party? 

Ken Dodd. I met him once and my sides are still splitting. 
Sir Bobby Charlton because in those days it really was a 
beautiful game, and Sir Ian Botham.

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Combining council staff will 
make savings but cost jobs 


THE biggest shake-up in local govern¬ 
ment for 35 years will result in major job 
losses. 

Around 70 jobs will be lost as the staff 
of Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council combine with West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. A financial squeeze has been 
put on Weymouth to save up to £8.5 mil¬ 
lion over the next five years. 

Staff from both councils will soon 
merge to the detriment of a number of 
posts as job roles are integrated. 

A WPBC spokesman said although 
there would be cuts it was to early to 
know the details about where job cuts will 
be made and nothing had yet been ear¬ 
marked. 

West Dorset District Council had previ¬ 
ously voted in favour of the move, which 
was sanctioned by a unanimous decision

by Weymouth and Portland councillors 
during their full meeting. 

The joint workforce would deliver serv¬ 
ices to 162,000 residents, over 6,100 busi¬ 
nesses and the millions of visitors to the 
areas governed by both councils. 

Councillors heard how the move, which 
has not been attempted anywhere else in 
the country, would protect and improve 
services by offering a single officer struc¬ 
ture for both councils, including one chief 
executive and one management team in¬ 
stead of the current two. 

WPBC leader and Corporate Affairs and 
Continuous Improvement Brief holder, 
Councillor Geoff Petherick said: “Local 
government is facing huge financial pres¬ 


sures, which could lead to devastating 
cuts in service. Although we will still face 
some difficult choices, by sharing our of¬ 
ficer structures across two councils, we 
can make significant savings and efficien¬ 
cies that can be used to help protect vital 
services and make improvements where 
needed. 

“This is a major opportunity for us to ac¬ 
tually respond to enormous change that 
the prime minister has mentioned. 

“The process offers significant benefits 
and greater resilience and puts us in a po¬ 
sition where we can change services 
around and improve quality of those serv¬ 
ices also have economic benefits.” 

Both councils have experience of suc¬ 
cessfully working together, through their 
pioneering Revenues & Benefits Partner¬ 
ship, where they have improved services 


and saved £200,000 each year making a 
total saving of £1,000,000 since the part¬ 
nership began. 

Councillor Kevin Hodder said: “On the 
business case we will make savings. We 
must take the leap of faith and step for¬ 
ward for all the right reasons for the peo¬ 
ple of Weymouth and Portland because it 
is likely to be a one-way step and we have 
to make sure we get it 100 per cent right.” 

A council statement said that in in 
preparing the business case they had 
given consideration as to how the partner¬ 
ship fitted into wider arrangements for 
collaboration with other public sector 
providers across Dorset, and with 
Bournemouth and Poole, with the aim 
being to ensure nothing prejudices further 
wider collaboration in the medium to long 
term. 


Brewers Quay to 
be transformed 

A MAJOR multi-million pound redevelopment is 
being planned for Weymouth's shopping village 
at Brewers Quay. 

The former Victorian brewery site is being 
transformed as part of a change of ownership 
that hopes to see the site sensitively converted 
into an up-market complex housing a hotel, 
specialist retail outlets, restaurants, bars and 
apartments subject to planning permission 
being granted. 

Serious investment will enable much of the 
building's fabric to be refurbished and 

upgraded to retain its heritage features while 
Weymouth Museum, with its extensive collec¬ 
tion of local historical artefacts, will be given 
permanent residence in the new facilities along 
with a dedicated museum shop and cafe. 

A Brewers Quay spokesman said: "This will be 
a multi-million pound redevelopment without a 
doubt and we are working with Weymouth and 
Portland council's listed building experts be¬ 
cause this is a historic site which needs to be 
preserved. 

"We are aiming for a 90-room hotel and new 
facilities for the museum in a specially allocated 
space complete with a cafe terrace area and a 
shop. 

"We also plan a range of retail units which will 
be available for new and existing tenants. 

"There will also be a range of restaurants and 
bars together with eight private apartments and 
eight holiday-let apartments, an exhibition 
space available for rent and perhaps a health 
and fitness centre." 

The new complex will not only deliver in¬ 
creased employment for the area but will trans¬ 
form a key part of Weymouth by delivering top 
facilities in time for the 2012 Olympics. 

A public exhibition of outline proposals for the 
scheme goes on view at Brewers Quay from 
Thursday, August 5 th -Saturday, August 7 th when 
local residents and businesses can see and com¬ 
ment on the scheme before a detailed planning 
application is submitted in a few weeks time. 

If planners back the development then work 
will start early in 2011. 


Police seek gang of girls 
following violent attack 


DETECTIVES are searching for a 
gang of girls in connection with the 
brutal attack on Portland which left 
a teenager needing urgent hospital 
treatment. 

Violence erupted as teenage rev¬ 
ellers congregated at a late-night 
party near the Naval Cemetery, leav¬ 
ing 17 year-old Wyke Regis man 
with a cracked jaw, stitches and a 
punctured eye-lid. 

An 18-year-old Portland youth was 
arrested on Wednesday, July 21st, 
following a police investigation and 
has been released on bail while en¬ 
quiries continue. 

Detectives are now hunting the 
gang of girls who were seen talking 
to the victim at the time of the attack 


to try and establish the cause of the 
crime. 

Detective Constable Ed Meanwell, 
of Weymouth CID, said: “There was 
a well-publicised party taking place 
near the Naval Cemetery last Friday 
and there were many people in and 
around this area at the time of this in¬ 
cident. 

“The victim was allegedly struck 
to the face and I understand that this 
caused him to fall to the ground. 

“I believe that a group of girls were 
stood nearby the victim at the time 
of this incident and that one of these 
girls may have spoken with the vic¬ 
tim shortly after he sustained his in¬ 
juries - it may be that these girls can 
help me find out exactly what hap¬ 


pened. 

“I am appealing for anyone who 
witnessed this incident, and anyone 
with any information about those in¬ 
volved, to contact me urgently. 

“Any information, no matter how 
small or insignificant you believe it 
to be, could help me with this inves¬ 
tigation.” 

A recent show of solidarity against 
the violence on Portland saw around 
50 islanders attend a meeting with 
police to discuss the situation which 
has left many residents feeling intim¬ 
idated.

Works on Littlemoor Road 

DRIVERS will not be able to use Littlemoor Road, Wey¬ 
mouth, as a through route this weekend because essen¬ 
tial drainage works are being carried out for the town's 
relief road. 

Littlemoor Road will be cut near Gould's Garden Cen¬ 
tre from 6.30pm tomorrow (Friday) and 7am on Mon¬ 
day, August 2nd, but the garden centre and other 
businesses will be open as usual. 

Residents wishing to access the garden centre will 
have to approach it from the Preston direction and peo¬ 
ple wishing to visit Somerfield and neighbouring busi¬ 
nesses will need to approach it from the Dorchester 
Road end of Littlemoor Road. 

Access to all properties on Louviers Road will be from 
the Dorchester Road end of Littlemoor Road. 

The drainage works require a three-metre deep trench 
to be dug under the new Littlemoor Road, where it 
crosses the path of the existing one. 

Weymouth Relief Road project manager Matthew 
Piles said: "Closing Littlemoor Road to through traffic for 
this short period of time will be less disruptive than if 
we completed this drainage work under temporary traf¬ 
fic signals as they would need to be in place for at least 
a week. 

"The pipe being laid has to go under a fragile water- 
main and it would be at greater risk of rupturing if ve¬ 
hicles were allowed to drive over it during the work." 

Provisions will be made so that pedestrians and cy¬ 
clists can pass through the works area. 

Working hours will be 6.30pm to around 9pm tomor¬ 
row, 7.30am-7.30pm on Saturday, July 31 and from 
7.30am-7.30pm on Sunday, August 1. 

Littlemoor Road is scheduled to be reopened to 
through traffic by 7am on Monday, August 2nd.

THIRSTY residents are 
being dared to take a tap 
water challenge and re¬ 
discover the taste of 
clean, fresh tap water. 
Dorset councils are call¬ 
ing for local people to 
turn back to the tap as 
part of a new campaign to 
help save money, waste 
and energy. 

Recycling teams will be 
out and about making a 
splash at events in Wey¬ 
mouth, Portland 

and the west of the 
county promoting the 
benefits of ditching bot¬ 
tled water in favour of 
filling up from the tap. 
Most people cannot taste 
the difference between 
bottled and tap water, so 
local residents are being 
challenged to see whether 
they can. Those that 
guess correctly could re¬ 
ceive a free refillable 
water bottle. 

The campaign by Dorset 
Reduction and Recycling 
Group is designed to help 
promote reduce, reuse 
and recycling messages 
to young people and fam¬ 
ilies across the county 
throughout July and Au¬ 
gust. 

Dorset reduction and re¬ 
cycling group chairman 


Marten Gregory said: 
“People lead busy 
lifestyles and so it’s easy 
to grab a bottle of water 
when you’re on the go, 
but tap water tastes just 
as good and it’s much 
better for the environ¬ 
ment. It’s safe, has a low 
carbon footprint and gen¬ 
erates no packaging 
waste. 

“It is also very cheap - 
less than a penny per litre 


- so at a time when peo¬ 
ple may be looking to 
tighten their purse 
strings, it makes sense to 
save money and to re¬ 
duce the carbon footprint 
by choosing tap over bot¬ 
tled water.

Student ambassadors report from China 


A GROUP of six student 
ambassadors from Wey¬ 
mouth College travelled to 
China to find out more 
about the culture and the 
inside stories of the staging 
of the 2008 Olympic 
Games and how they could 
relate that to the sailing 
events being held in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland during 
the 2012 Games. These are 
their reports: 

• Getting to China by 
Kieran Bosomworth 
We knew our visit to China 
would highlight the differ¬ 
ences between our two cul¬ 
tures but it could even be 
seen in our flights and the 
airports we passed 
through. 

For instance, the first 
flight took nine hours 
which is totally different to 
the normal flight times 
back in Europe and as a re¬ 
sult felt really long. The 
flight also served food that 
was totally different to the 
normal in-flight food that 
we are used to. On the first 
flight the first thing that 
woke me up to the Chinese 
way of life was (strangely) 
the tea, it tasted so much 
more natural and fresher 
than the PG Tips I was use 
to back in the UK. 

When the flight landed in 
Beijing, the culture of the 
city and country hits you 
like a wall. Firstly, the air¬

port was mind-bendingly 
massive and modern, with 
huge widescreens round 
every corner, modern ar¬ 
chitecture implemented to 
every wall and stunning 
glass windows layering the 
buildings around the air¬ 
port. All areas of the air¬ 
port were impeccably 
clean and litter free. 

• Qingdao’s Sailing 
Venue by Jamie 
Richards 

In 2008 the Chinese city 
of Qingdao hosted the 
Olympic and Paralympic 
sailing events, the same 
events Weymouth and 
Portland sailing academy 
will host in 2012. The 
academy itself is not 
greatly different from ours 
apart from the fact that, 
like most comparable ven¬ 
ues in China, it is much 
bigger. 

However, what the Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland National 
Sailing Academy 

(WPNSA) lacks in size, it 
makes up for in wind con¬ 
ditions and visibility. 

What was most interest¬ 
ing to see is how the acad¬ 
emy has changed since 
2008 and what legacy it 
has left. It has now become 
an Olympic museum 
which seemed a shame to 
allow such an incredible 


venue to only be used for 
such a short time and this is 
how, I hope, WPNSA will 
differ from the Qingdao In¬ 
ternational Sailing Acad¬ 
emy and will instead 
prosper following the 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
games. 

# Beijing Huijia Univer¬ 
sity by Maria Lochrie 

Once we were back in Bei¬ 
jing we visited Beijing 
Huijia University and 
spoke to three students 
who volunteered during the 
2008 Games. They told us 
that 70 per cent of Games- 
time volunteers were 
young people in 2008 and 
that two years on 50 per 
cent of those still regularly 
volunteer in their commu¬ 
nity. 

Katy, one of the volun¬ 
teers said: “Trying may not 
make you a winner but not 
trying will definitely make 
you a loser.” It made us re¬ 
alise that if we don’t take 
this opportunity now to get 
involved in the 2012 
Olympic & Paralympic 
Games then we could be 
waiting a long time for the 
next opportunity.

ONE OF the sea’s most 
fearsome creatures has 
taken his residency at 
Weymouth Sea Life Park 
after growing too large for 
his previous home. 

At six feet and 90 kilos, 
Bruiser the nurse shark 
had got too big for his 
tank at Chessington Sea 
Life Centre after growing 
36 inches in just two-and- 
a-half years. 

The star attraction has 
joined resident black- 
tipped reef sharks, a beau¬ 
tiful zebra shark and 
Florida green turtles in a 
much bigger tropical 
ocean tank at Weymouth 
after struggles to manoeu¬ 
vre through the rock and 
coral theming of the pre¬ 
vious tank. 

Weymouth displays su¬ 
pervisor Fiona Smith said: 
“If he were allowed to 
grow any bigger he would 
soon be demolishing the 
theming just with his 
sheer weight and bulk. 

“Bruiser is a cheeky 
character who likes to 
muscle in at feeding time, 
so his keepers didn’t an¬ 
ticipate any difficulty 


steering him over a 
stretcher to lift him from 
the tank at Chessington. 

“He 

will soon be the biggest 
shark we’ve ever had. 
We’re excited about his ar¬ 
rival and sure he will enjoy 
life in his more spacious 
new surrounds.” 

Nurse sharks are a type 
of ‘carpet shark’ - so 
called for their fondness 
for lying motionless on the 
seabed using their power¬ 
ful neck muscles to pump 
water through their gills. 

Though not commer¬ 
cially fished, they are 
sometimes taken for their 
tough leathery skin, for the 
oil from their livers and for 
their flesh, which is usu¬ 
ally eaten raw and salted.

LIFTING Bruiser into his tank is no easy feat 


Rare birds breed in Weymouth 


MARSH harriers, magnificent birds 
of prey that are rarer than golden 
eagles, have successfully reared 
young in the middle of Weymouth 
for the second year running. 

Two juvenile birds were spotted 
flying near their nest site at the 
RSPB-managed Lodmoor nature re¬ 
serve off Preston Beach Road last 
week. 

The breeding success comes de¬ 
spite fears that, without action to 
protect them, the adult birds would 
be distressed by nearby works on 
the multi-million pound relief road 
and possibly even abandon the 
nest. 

Weymouth Wetlands reserves 
manager Nick Tomlinson said: "It's 
fantastic news to have these spec¬ 
tacular birds and their new family 
back in our mids. 

"There are only a little over 350 
breeding females in the country 
and Weymouth is one of only three 
breeding sites in the south west. 

"As these birds and their breeding 
sites are protected by law, we told 
Dorset County Council that the pair 
were there and held long negotia¬ 
tions with them and road builders 
Skanska. 

"Following our guidance, they set 
up an exclusion zone to give the 
birds some breathing space and 
they made sure that any work gen¬ 
erating loud noise or vibrations 
stopped until the young had 


fledged. RSPB staff and volunteers 
also monitored the nest site and 
watched the birds for any signs of 
distress caused by the road build¬ 
ing. 

"The situation was far from ideal 
but happily it appears that every¬ 
one's efforts have paid off." 

A pair of marsh harriers success¬ 
fully raised three young at Wey¬ 
mouth Wetlands' Radipole Lake 
reserve last year - the first to do so 
in Dorset for 50 years - and they be¬ 
came one of the country's most 
urban breeding pairs. It is thought 
that the male from last year set up 
the new nest. 

Nick said: "We now have at least 
two new juveniles which is great 
news for the survival of this beauti¬ 
ful and rare bird of prey as well as 
great news for the RSPB reserves in 
Weymouth and for the town itself. 

"We really hope that these birds 
will become a permanent feature of 
the Weymouth Wetlands and we are 
already in conversation with the 
county council to ensure the best 
possible measures are put in place 
to safeguard the site and its wildlife, 
making sure that future disturbance 
is prevented." 

County natural environment man¬ 
ager Phil Sterling said: "These are 
very beautiful birds and to see them 
hunting over the reedbeds makes 
all the effort that was expended to 
protect them worth while."

Wildlife workshops at the wetlands 


A NEW series of Wednesday 
wildlife workshops is to be run at 
Weymouth Wetlands. 

Events will be held from now until 
the beginning of September. 

The aim is to help people better 
understand some of the amazing 
creatures at the Radipole Lake na¬ 
ture reserve in the heart of town. 

Anyone interested is welcome to 
go along to the lake visitor centre in 
the Swannery car park to get expert 
advice on identifying a whole range 
of wildlife. 

Information officer Luke Phillips 
said: “This is a great opportunity for 
people to find out about some of the 
less familiar wildlife at Weymouth 


Wetlands. 

“We have plenty of mammals here 
and, of course, birds and we’ll be 
talking about them too, but there is 
also a wealth of smaller creatures 
which are just as fascinating in their 
own right. Most importantly, they’re 
all part of the food chain and essen¬ 
tial to the ecology of the reserve but 
they’re often overlooked.” 

Morning sessions will focus on the 
wonderful world of moths which 
will be on display at the visitor cen¬ 
tre after being humanely trapped the 
night before. Participants can then 
go out and explore the reserve with 
pond-dipping and bug-hunting 
equipment. 


Afternoon sessions at the visitor 
centre will look at a host of other 
bugs including spiders, beetles, 
caterpillars, dragonflies and dam- 
selflies as well as some of the under¬ 
water wildlife of the reserve. 

People will also be able to view 
the latest live footage from the re¬ 
serve’s remote night cameras where 
otters and fox cubs are among the 
latest stars. 

Visitors can also add their own 
photographs to the Weymouth Wet¬ 
lands Wildlife ID gallery which is on 
show at the visitor centre.

The Keep Military Museum 

T HE MILITARY Museum of Devon and Dorset is con¬ 
sidered by many as being a little like a"Tardis"in that 
from the outside there is this iconic structure not dis¬ 
similar to a castle albeit only 140 years old, but on the in¬ 
side it blossoms to include four floors of displays all of 
which feature a truly fabulous collection of militaria span¬ 
ning 300 years of service. The museums displays are ever 
changing, interpretation is a key factor when designing or 
re-configuring a display, this work makes it easier for visi¬ 
tors to understand something of what life was like during 
the many different era's of our soldiers involvement with 
military conflict and life in peacetime.

FOLLOWING hot on the heels of appearances from John Otway and Lime- 
house Lizzy, folk legend Martin Simpson is set for an appearance at Lyme 
Regis'Woodmead Halls, continuing the successful first season of The Leg¬ 
ends Return. 

There is no doubt that after 35 years as a professional musician Martin 
is, right now, better than ever.

SIR Stephen Spender (1909-1995) was one of the 
so-called Oxford group of modernist poets which 
included his friends Louis MacNeice and W.H. 
Auden. The first poem I have chosen from Spender's 
substantial collection puts me in mind of those truly 
great Battle of Britain airmen who were saving our 
skins seventy years ago. 

I Think Continually Of Those Who Were Truly 
Great 

I think continually of those who were truly great. 
Who, from the womb, remembered the soul’s history 
Through corridors of light where the hours are suns 
Endless and singing. Whose lovely ambition 
Was that their lips, still touched with fire, 
Should tell of the Spirit clothed from head to foot 
in song. 

And who hoarded from the Spring branches 
The desires falling across their bodies like blossoms. 

What is precious is never to forget 
The essential delight of the blood drawn from 
ageless springs 

Breaking through rocks in worlds before our earth. 
Never to deny its pleasure in the morning simple light 
Nor its grave evening demand for love. 

Never to allow gradually the traffic to smother 
With noise and fog the flowering of the spirit. 


Near the snow, near the sun, in the highest fields 
See how these names are feted by the waving grass 
And by the streamers of white cloud 
And whispers of wind in the listening sky. 

The names of those who in their lives fought for life 
Who wore at their hearts the fire's center. 

Born of the sun they travelled a short while towards 
the sun. 

And left the vivid air singed with their honour. 

COMPARED to his friend Auden, Spender was per¬ 
haps considered a minor poet. He once said that 
being a minor poet is like being minor royalty. No 
one, a former lady-in-waiting to Princess Margaret 
had told him, is happy at that. 

These two poems about his daughter were both 
written in 1953. 

To My Daughter 

Bright clasp other whole hand around my finger, 
My daughter, as we walk together now, 

All my life I'll feel a ring invisibly 
Circle this bone with shining: when she is grown 
Far from today as her eyes are far already. 

Missing my Daughter 

This wall-paper has lines that rise 
Upright like bars, and overhead. 


The ceiling's patterned with red roses. 

On the wall opposite the bed 
The staring looking-glass encloses 
Six roses in its white of eyes. 

Here at my desk, with note-book open 
Missing my daughter, makes those bars 
Draw their lines upward through my mind. 

This blank page stares at me like glass 
Where stared-at roses wish to pass 
Through petalling of my pen. 

An hour ago there came an image 
Of a beast that pressed its muzzle 
Between bars. Next, through tick and tock 
Of the reiterating clock 
A second glared with the wide dazzle 
Of deserts. The door, in a green mirage. 

Opened. In my daughter came. 

Her eyes were wide as those she has. 

The round gaze of her childhood was 
White as the distance in the glass 
Or on a white page, a white poem. 

The roses raced around her name. 

SPENDER was professor of English at University Col¬ 
lege, London, from 1970 to 1977, and gave frequent 
lecture tours in the United States. He was knighted 
in 1983.

World's top sailors head to Weymouth 


MANY of the world's top sailors have entered the 
Skania Sail for Gold Regatta to be held at the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland National Sailing Academy next 
month. 

The event, the fifth and final leg of the ISAF Sailing 
World Cup, taking place between Monday, August 
9th and Saturday 14th, has attracted over 800 com¬ 
petitors from 53 countries including many World, 
European and Olympic champions, some of whom 
are returning to Olympic class sailing after a break 
for events such as the Volvo Ocean Race and Amer¬ 
ica's Cup. 

Triple Olympic gold and silver medallist Ben Ainslie 
announced his entry this week to compete in his 
Finn nearly two years to the day that he secured his 
third Olympic gold in Beijing. 

"I think Skandia Sail for Gold is a really important 
regatta for me to attend to not only check in with 
where the rest of the Finn fleet are, and what devel¬ 
opments have taken place since I've been away, but 


also to familiarise myself with the venue and condi¬ 
tions as I've actually not raced an Olympic Class boat 
at Weymouth and Portland for about five or six 
years. 

"I have to accept I'm not going to be 100 per cent 
race ready and Finn fit or at my ideal racing weight, 
but the benefits of competing far outweigh any frus¬ 
trations I may experience as long as I'm realistic, and 
possibly more importantly, other people are realistic 
about what I can achieve on such limited prepara¬ 
tion," said Ainslie. 

Current ISAF Rolex World Sailors oftheyearTorben 
Grael (BRA) and Anna Tunnicliffe (USA) are also set 
to compete at this event. 

Grael, a five time Olympic medallist has recently re¬ 
turned to the Star. His last Olympic appearance was 
in Athens in 2004, and most recently he skippered 
Ericsson 4 to victory in the 2008/09 edition of the 
Volvo Ocean Race. 

He will be competing in the highly competitive

Star class, where he secured bronze at the World 
Championships in Rio earlier this year. In Weymouth 
he and fellow crew Marcelo Ferreira will line up 
alongside current World Champions and Beijing 
gold medallists, Skandia Team GBR's lain Percy and 
Andrew Simpson. 

With a gold medal in the Laser Radial Class from 
Beijing under her belt, Anna Tunniclife is back com¬ 
peting both on her Radial in 2010 and also lining up 
in the fiercely competitive Women's Match Racing 
class at Weymouth. 

Commenting ahead of the event, Anna said, "I'm 
very excited to come to Weymouth. We had a great 
time last year and it was such good sailing. I think 
the venue and sailing area are great, what more 
could we want! The racing will be close, but if we sail 
smart and minimize the mistakes then we have a 
good chance at doing well overall". 

Other notable British entries include double 
Olympic gold medallist Sarah Ayton competing in 
the 470 with crew Saskia Clark; they recently won 
the last ISAF Sailing World Cup event in Kiel and 
have high hopes for a podium finish. 

In the RS:X class, Beijing Bronze medallist Bryony 
Shaw will be looking for a good performance on 
home waters. However she will have to keep an eye 
over her shoulder for recently crowned RS:X silver 
medallist at the Volvo Youth Sailing ISAF World 
Championships Izzy Hamilton. 

World and Olympic Laser champion Paul Goodison 


will be looking to make his mark in the largest fleet 
of the event (160 entries so far), whilst recently 
crowned World Champions in the Paralympic Skud 
class Alexandra Rickman and Niki Birrell are looking 
forwardto taking on the competition. 

"Racing on the Olympic courses will be very inter¬ 
esting for us, it will be an opportunity to see what 
the competition is like on the future 2012 site and 
we can't wait to take on the rest of the world on 
home turf!" 

The international field is a depth of talent including 
Australian 470 Beijing gold medal-winning crew 
Malcolm Page, fresh from winning the World Cham¬ 
pionships with Mathew Belcher, Olympic veteran 
and quadruple Olympic medallist Robert Scheidt 
(BRA), and recently crowned Women's 470 World 
Champions Lisa Westerhof and Lobke Berkhout 
(NED). Claire Leroy (FRA) and crew, currently ranked 
third overall in the ISAF Sailing World Cup Women's 
Match Racing standings will be battling it out with 
just one point separating the top three boats led by 
Skandia Team GBR's Lucy Macgregor and crew. 

Elsewhere the Finn class is equally as close, with 
just seven points separating the top three sailors. 
Britain's Ed Wright will be looking to defend his ISAF 
Sailing World Cup title, but with Finn heavyweights 
including Beijing silver medallist Zach Railey (USA), 
Ivan Kljakovic Gaspic (CRO), Jonathan Lobert (FRA) 
and Ben Ainslie's return to the circuit, it is clear there 
will be a well fought battle for the overall title.

DORCHESTER found Raj Naikin scintillating form 
in their top of the table clash with Parley which 
saw them replaced at the top by their East Dorset 
rivals.

A new season is almost on us. Ten months 
of glorious excitement for the majority, as 
your favourite club battle for honours. 

This year is going to be the one you've 
been waiting for, and whether you are a 
Chelsea or Charmouth supporter you are 
looking forward to it with relish! 

Mine came recently, and quite frankly I 
wondered why I bothered. As a Yeovil Town 
season ticket holder for over 30 years there 
have been some glorious times, none bet¬ 
ter than gaining Football League status in 
2003. 

There have been plenty of lows as well, 
the worst probably when it looked as if the 
club might fold and bucket collections were 
made to raise additional cash. 

Like so many other fans around the coun¬ 
try, regardless of the situation, I have always 
looked forward to better times next season. 

Unfortunately I don't have that feeling 
this year! The Glovers stumbled through the 


last campaign, just avoiding relegation, 
mainly thanks to a number of loan players 
who bolstered the squad and the quality. 

Among them Steven Caulker, who was 
part of the England U19s squad playing in 
the European Championships this last 
week. He showed maturity beyond his 
years and carried off nearly every end of 
season award. 

Steven and the myriad of other loanees 
have now returned to their clubs and left 
behind a Glovers squad bereft of experi¬ 
ence and quality. 

As a season ticket holder I accept that the 
club has to be financially stable, and in no 
way am I suggesting that the chairman 
should go out and blow a lot of money the 
club doesn't have on star players. 

My problem is with the management 
team. Terry Skiverton epitomised the char¬ 
acter of so many Yeovil players before him 
with his bravery and never say die attitude 
on the pitch, but I seriously question his 
qualities as a manager. 

OK he was the cheap option for Mr Fry, 
but the often dismal displays and manage¬ 
ment decisions that he made during the pst 
season I find hard to accept. 


The signing of Scott Murray from Bristol 
City, supposedly the saviour of the club, be¬ 
came the most expensive subs seat warmer 
in the league. 

His tactical nous; the failure to make a 
substitution in the home match against 
Colchester for example where they were 
trailing 1-0 and never looked like scoring, 
was a no brainer. 

It appeared obvious to everyone bar 
Skiverton that any change must have been 
worth doing when you were as inept as 
Yeovil were that night. 

I'm afraid he hasn't tempted me either so 
far he with the signing of four young play¬ 
ers and a Bristol Rovers reject, and with just 
10 days to go to the first league match 
against Leyton Orient the club has no goal¬ 
keeper. 

I hope his assistant Nathan Jones will also 
be more restrained than he was last season. 
Vociferous as he is, his disgusting language 
aimed at the Southampton coach during 
their match at Huish in April appears to 
have gone unpunished by the board. I 
could hear his foul mouthed retort some 70 
yards away. 

What example is that to the young sup¬ 


porters, many sat just yards away, who look 
up to the players and officials and copy 
their ways. I wonder therefore whether I 
have made the right decision in renewing 


my season ticket. I hope so, because I also 
paid for my son's, and that would be a 
heavy price to pay for another unfulfilled 
season of dross.
